Police chief's warning to district's busiest 
crooks: We're watching you every day “ " 


A MAJOR police crackdown targeting 
prolific criminals in Harlow and 
Epping has been launched in a 
ground-breaking drive to tackle crime. 

Police have begun an extensive programme 
of operations specifically designed to moni¬ 
tor and disrupt the criminal activities of the 
district’s 21 most persistent offenders. 

Each offender will be subject to daily covert or 
overt police attention. They will be sent a letter 
warning them of the impending police presence 
and ordered to toe the line and change their ways. 

They will be subject to the surveillance measures 
and if they are found to have broken the law they 
will be be arrested and the dossier of evidence 
gathered used against them in court. 

The initiative is the brainchild of Chief Super¬ 
intendent Tim Stokes, commander of the New 
Western Division which covers both towns. It is 
part of a bigger project designed to further improve 
detection rates and reduce crime in the division.

When he introduced a similar operation in his 
previous division which covered Chelmsford it 
resulted in a reduction of 1,400 crimes reported in 
one year. 

Speaking from his base at Harlow police station 
after starting his role last week, he said the division 
was already seeing a reduction in crime and an 
increase in the clear-up rate, adding that Harlow 
had the best detection rate in the entire force. 

But he said he wanted to get to the core of the 
problem by targeting those responsible for high 
volumes of crime. 

“These offenders will be sent a letter warning 
them about their actions and it will give them two 
choices - change their ways or face the judicial sys¬ 
tem,” he said.

Pupil improvement 
puts school at top 

A HARLOW secondary school has gone to 
the top of the class for the value it adds to 
pupils’ learning. 

Passmores, in Tendring Road, has been 
confirmed as being among the top three per 
cent in the country in terms of the 
improvement measured in its pupils from the 
start of their education to the end of Year 9. 

It is also in the top five per cent of UK 
schools for improvement measured by its 
students’ GCSE rates compared to their levels 
on starting at the school. 

The figures, which follow a similar pattern 
for the previous three years and are collated 
by educational watchdog the Fischer Family 
Trust, place the school fourth in Essex for 
added value. 

Headteacher Vic Goddard said: “I am 
delighted the hard work and dedication shown 
by my remarkable staff and students is 
obviously paying off. 

“I tell them every day how proud I am of 
Passmores but it is fantastic to get the 
recognition at both county and national level 
that they deserve.” 

Brothers charged 
with manslaughter 

TWO brothers accused of killing a pleasure 
boat captain have had murder charges against 
them dropped at the Old Bailey. 

Christopher Liddard (26), of Challinor, 
Harlow, and Andrew Liddard (21), of Plomer 
Avenue, Hoddesdon, will still face charges of 
manslaughter and affray over the death of 
Michael Reed. 

The 67-year-old died of a heart attack 
following an alleged altercation with brothers 
at Tower Pier, opposite the Tower of London, 
on June 2. 

The father-of-three and grandfather-of-five 
from Stepney had worked on the Thames for 
50 years and once received a bravery award 
for rescuing a child from the river. He was 
suffering from ischemic heart disease. 

The Liddards, who are both bankers, will 
enter pleas on December 14. They have to 
wear electronic tags and are under a 
nighttime curfew until their trial starts on 
April 28 next year.

Sudden death of distinguished war hero 


A HIGHLY decorated Harlow war 
hero awarded France’s highest hon¬ 
our for bravery has died aged 87. 

Charles Kennedy, pictured right, 
of Black Bush Springs, died unex¬ 
pectedly in his sleep just one week 
before Remembrance Sunday. 

Speaking to the Star , his daughter 
Janet Valla described him as a won¬ 
derful man who always helped oth¬ 
ers. 

“Despite his age he was still in 
good health and kept himself very 
active; it was completely unexpect¬ 
ed,” she said. 

“This is such a terrible blow for 
us. We all thought he’d live to get his 
telegram from the Queen.” 

Mr Kennedy's distinguished 
career saw him serve with both 
British and French forces after 
being called up to the Middlesex 
Regiment in 1942 at the age of 20, 



just five days after he was married. 

He went on to serve in the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps and embarked on 
overseas campaigns with the French 
Expeditionary Force in Italy, 
Morrocco, Tunisia and Libya. 

He was awarded France’s presti¬ 
gious Legion d’Honneur in 2004 in 
recognition of his rescue of two 
wounded French soldiers trapped 
behind enemy lines during the liber¬ 
ation of Marseilles in 1944. 

Paying tribute, his wife 
Gwendoline (84) said: “Everybody 
who knew Charlie thought the 
world of him. He used to help a lot 
of people doing welfare work - he 
was a really lovely chap.” 

The funeral will take place at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium tomor¬ 
row (Friday) at 10am. Family flow¬ 
ers only requested; donations can be 
made to St Clare Hospice. 


Teen is robbed 
by knife gang 

THREE men have been charged 
after a teenager was robbed at 
knifepoint in Harlow. 

The 17-year-old was walking 
along Post office Road when he 
was accosted at about 2.30pm 
on Friday. He was threatened 
with a knife and ordered to hand 
over his wallet. 

Detective Constable Dixie Dean 
said the ordeal had left the boy 
shaken and visibly upset. 

“It was traumatic for the 
teenager particularly as this 
happened in daylight when you 
wouldn’t usually expect 
something like that to happen,” 
he said. 

Three men have been charged 
with robbery offences and are 
due to appear before 
magistrates. 


Care home 
provision 
is too low 



HARLOW and Epping have been 
named among the worst places in 
the entire UK for elderly residen¬ 
tial care home provision. 

Findings by a national website show 
the districts jointly have less than one 
home per 10,000 residents. 

The figure leaves the combined areas 
eighth worst in the country, according to 
Locallife.co.uk which provides community 
and business information on all regions of 
the UK. 

The announcement comes the same week 
Harlow Council congratulated itself on its 
sheltered housing outreach programme set 
up to procure help for people in their own 
homes. 

Locallife.co.uk chairman Tony Martin 
said: “Harlow and Epping have performed 
particularly badly when it comes to care 
provision for the elderly. 

“Many people want to remain near their 
families if their health deteriorates and 
don’t necessarily want to move around the 
country. 

“This could leave to serious problems for

retired people in areas like Harlow and 
Epping where residential homes are thin on 
the ground.” 

The council last Thursday agreed to con¬ 
tinue its sheltered housing outreach scheme 
allowing people of low-level dependency 
the chance to stay in their own homes. 

Help includes assistance with benefit 
claims and regular checks from welfare sup¬ 
port staff. 

In the 18 months the pilot project has 
been available, 65 people have been helped 
and 25 referred to other agencies. 

Housing committee chairman Mark 
Wilkinson said the project “has plugged the 
gap” where older people are still capable of 
living independently but require low-level 
assistance with everyday life. 

Sheltered and residential care homes are 
the responsibility of Essex County 
Council’s Social Services department. 

The Star approached the county council 
for a comment yesterday (Wednesday) but 
it failed to respond as we went to press.

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Road signs 
still point 
to the past

COUNCIL officals have come 
under fire for their “sloppy atti¬ 
tude” after failing to remove 
road signs which are more than 
10 years out of date. 

Harlow Civic Society criticised 
both Harlow Council and Essex 
County Council this week after mem¬ 
bers toured the town and found 
numerous outdated signs directing 
motorists and pedestrians to features 
which have either moved or no longer 
exist. 

Top of the list are four signs on Fourth 
Avenue at the roundabout by The Square 
which direct drivers looking for Harlow 
College to College Square,- even though 
it moved to its current Velizy Avenue site 
back in 1997. 

When the Star drew attention to these 
back in April, the county council prom¬ 
ised to remove them within weeks but 
they still remain. 

Others in the catalogue include red 
Harlow Council signs in West Gate, 
Broad Walk and Harvey Centre Walk 
which offer directions to the Town Hall - 
demolished in 2004 - and point would-be 
cinema-goers to the Odeon in West Gate 
which closed its doors for the last time in 
2005. 

And a map on the wall of the Terminus 
Street car park includes Martin Luther 
King Road, a thoroughfare which once 
linked Haydens Road and South Gate 
before it was dug up to make way for the 
Water Gardens development.

Curry and member Ron Bill, pictured 
top , have compiled a photographic 
dossier of the offending signs. They said 
there was a danger they gave visitors to 
Harlow the sort of negative image the 
town is trying to dispel. 

“It’s just weak and it shows a sloppy 
attitude,” said Mr Bill. “If these signs 
were a few weeks out of date then fair 
enough, but 10 years? That’s just ridicu¬ 
lous. 

“The town centre signs can be taken 
down individually with a screwdriver and 
the Harlow College ones could be painted 
out in a few seconds with a tin of white 
paint. 

“We have drawn these to the attention 
of both councils several times and just 
been ignored.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said: 
“Due to expected changes to the town 
centre in the future the signs have not 
been changed but some corrections will 
be made shortly.” 

Norman Hume, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for highways, 
said: “I have been made aware of the 
issue with signs to Harlow College and I 
have asked my officers to investigate.” 


Veterans'

THIEVES who stole a 
Poppy Appeal box when 
they ransacked a garage 
in North Weald have 
been branded an absolute 
disgrace by war veterans. 
The plastic container had 
been placed on the 
counter at the King’s 
Head Garage, in High 
Road, in the weeks 
leading up to 
Remembrance Day. 

But it was taken, along 
with more than £1,000 of 
property, during a break- 
in last week.

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Teenager attacked 
in town underpass 

A MAN is being hunted by police after a 
schoolgirl was attacked as she walked in a 
Harlow underpass. 

It is thought the assailant could be the same 
person responsible for a similar incident 
involving another teenage girl who is a 
friend of the victim. 

The 13-year-old was walking in a subway in 
The Hides towards the town centre when she 
was approached from behind by her attacker. 
He grabbed her hair and pulled downwards. 
The teenager turned around and kicked the 
man in the leg and he ran off. 

Officers are now urging pedestrians to 
remain vigilant in case he strikes again. 
Crime reduction officer Graham Anthony 
said: “The victim told a friend at school and 
she said she had been a victim of a similar 
incident. We have only had the one report 
and we are keen to hear from anybody who 
has been the victim of the same thing. 

“Police are concerned about this incident 
because the motives of this man are not 
clear. Usually in incidents like this, the 
suspect tries to grab the person so this is a 
strange one and we want to hear from 
anybody with information. 

“I would urge anybody who is out and about, 
especially when walking in underpasses, to 
remain vigilant and be aware of their 
surroundings.” 

The attack happened at about 7:50pm on 
October 31. The suspect was described as 
black, aged 27-33, wearing casual clothing, a 
cap and a hood.

Top Tory looks into 
estate's nightmare 

TERRIFIED Harlow residents subjected to 
an appalling campaign of anti-social 
behaviour met with a top Tory minister on 
Thursday in a bid to put an end to three 
years of despair. 

A delegation of 10 residents told shadow 
minister for police reform David Ruffley MP 
of their three-year battle with a rogue family 
allegedly terrorising their estate. 

They presented him with a catalogue of 
incidents and ongoing anti-social behaviour 
which they claim had turned their lives into 
a living hell and went on to express their 
dissatisfaction with both police and Harlow 
Council in tackling the situation. 

The group was so fearful of reprisal attacks 
that they refused to name the area of Harlow 
in which they lived, although the Star 
understands that a police investigation is 
now underway. 

After listening to the residents for nearly an 
hour, Mr Ruffley said: “Something has 
clearly gone badly wrong here and we have 
to look into the roles that the police and 
council have played to determine how things 
have progressed this far without resolution. 

If all I have heard is true, this is the worst 
case of anti-social behaviour I have heard of, 
both as an MP in my own constituency and 
as a shadow minister from reports across the 
whole country.”

WATER board officials have 
promised urgent action to stop a 
sewage flooding problem which 
has blighted a Harlow woman’s 
garden for six years. 

Jackie Bonnett (58) spoke this 
week of her frustration at the 
persistent problem which 
regularly puts her back yard out 
of use and makes it a health 
hazard. 

Since she moved in to her home 
in The Hornbeams in 2001, the 
drain running under her 
property has overflowed twice a 
year - but this year her garden 
has flooded eight times, four of 
those occasions within the past 
few weeks. 

The sewer belongs to Thames 
Water and while Miss Bonnett 
acknowledged that the firm had 
always come out and cleared the 
drain, the worsening problem 
has led her to demand a 
permanent solution. 

“Every time I report it they 
come out within a few hours and 
clear it - but now it’s happening 
more and more often, I’m at my 
wit’s end,” she said. 

“In the past when it happened a 
couple of times a year, that was 
one thing; for it to happen four 
times in as many weeks is just 
not on. Not only am I thoroughly 
fed up with the inconvenience, 
but I think it’s a health hazard 


to me and my neighbours. 

“It’s about time they spent the 
money on fixing it permanently 
instead of these temporary 
repairs.” 

When the Star approached 
Thames Water, a spokeswoman 
said the matter was in hand and 
work would start within days. 
“We are aware of this problem 


and it has got worse recently,” 
she said. “We have been carrying 
out an investigation which has 
now concluded and we have 
identified roots in the sewer as 
the problem. 

“We’re now arranging for 
emergency root-cutting and this 
should take place within the next 
week.” 


A MAN who went on a drunken ram¬ 
page the day after his grandfather’s 
funeral has been jailed. 

Royston Almond (27), of The Chantry, 
Harlow, was caught on CCTV unleashing a 
flurry of punches on a man in Harlow town 
centre on August 24. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court on Thursday, he 
was sentenced to six months in prison after 
admitting causing actual bodily harm to Adam 
Smith at a previous hearing. 

Handing down the jail term, Recorder Rex 
Bryan told Almond: “Eve seen the CCTV and it 
shows you delivering a flurry of punches fol¬ 
lowed by the kicking of the victim while he is on 
the ground with considerable aggression. 
Although the injuries were not of the greatest 
severity, it was a serious assault.” 

Nicola Crabb, prosecuting, said the incident 
happened during the early hours when Mr Smith 
and his friends were walking near Market 
Square, Harlow. 

They were verbally abused by a man from 
another group and Mr Smith went back to tell the 
man to leave him and his friends alone. 

She said Mr Smith was then punched several 
times in the head and fell to the floor, where he 
was kicked. He sustained cuts to the head and a 
bruised ear. 

Almond was arrested and told police he had 
been at his grandfather’s funeral the day before 
and had been drinking since that time. He said he 
had a hazy recollection of the events but remem¬ 
bered a verbal altercation and admitted punching 
Mr Smith several times. 

The court heard Almond had a previous con¬ 
viction for affray and had been jailed for nine 
months in 2000 for a wounding offence. 

David Smithet, in mitigation, said Almond 
had been drowning his sorrows after his grand¬ 
father’s funeral but accepted responsibility for 
what happened, although there may have been 
some provocation.

If you 
do have it, a course of 
antibiotics is all that is needed 
to get the all-clear.”

Homes plan 
'still flouts 
EU eco law' 


REVISIONS to a controversial plan¬ 
ning blueprint have been criticised 
amid claims that they still flout EU 
law. 

As reported in the Star earlier this month, 
the Government Office for the East of 
England (GO-East) was forced to hastily 
review its plans to build more than 500,000 
new homes throughout the region after realis¬ 
ing it breached a European directive protect¬ 
ing wildlife habitats. 

The backtrack raised hopes among opponents 
that the plans for a new settlement roughly the size 
of the city of St Albans,on countryside north of 
Harlow could be scrapped. 

But instead the regional bureaucrats now hope 
to get their revised Harlow expansion plan past 
Brussels by expanding sewage treatment capacity 
at the Rye Meads works, thus protecting the Lee 
Valley from the harmful effects of development. 

Environmental campaigners this week pointed 
out that the so-called solution would merely trans¬ 
fer the harmful effect to the equally important Rye 
Meads.

Nigel Clark, of campaign group STOP Harlow 
North, said: “Their own technical summary says 
the Rye Meads sewage works can’t be expanded 
because it would damage the meads but now, in a 
different paragraph, they are proposing expansion 
of the sewage works as a way of protecting the Lee 
Valley! 

“They’re trying to paper over the cracks but not 
making a very good job of it.” 

Despite his disappointment, Mr Clark said he 
remained optimistic the EU could still prove use¬ 
ful to those opposing Harlow North. 

“I think the Government realises any plan to 
build north of Harlow will be strongly fought by 
local people and they need a face-saving way out,” 
he said. “Pulling a U-turn and blaming it on the 
EU could be just the ticket.”

SIR, I note that Nigel Clark mentions that he 
works and shops in the town (Letters, 
November 1). It is nice to hear of his concern. 
Come on Nigel, if you care that much about 
the town come and live in Harlow. You could 
then cycle to work on our environmentally 
friendly cycle paths. 

There’s a new development you could move 
into where we once had a fantastic ski slope, 
green fields, a running track and a football 
field. However, you will have the benefit of the 
Town Park and you could even join the 
campaign to preserve the park and to stop 
the threat of infill in the town. 

You have to realise open spaces make Harlow 
special. When Harlow was built there was a 
trade-off - housing densities were set at 
higher levels than the norm. Since then, 
densities have increased and the need for 
these green spaces in the town is even greater 
than ever before. 

The town has already absorbed developments 
including Church Langley (3,000 dwellings, 
10,000 population) and Gateway in Fifth 
Avenue. Additionally, Newhall is set to expand 
massively; areas north of Gilden Way are 
being primed for development. 

Enough is enough. Established open spaces 
are under threat. Brownfield definitions can 


include sports fields and back gardens so 
nothing is sacred. 

Robert Halfon, in support of Nigel Clark, has 
written that the country areas around Harlow 
form the lungs of the town. I disagree. Lungs 
are spaces within the body; clog them up and 
the living body becomes unhealthy. 

Move here and then you would have at least 
the authority of being a resident to write in 
the local papers week after week. You could 
even vote instead of shedding crocodile tears. 
We are all inclined to be NIMBYs. Nigel 
Clarke is just a bigger NIMBY than the rest 
of us. 

If a field disappears in the town the impact is 
on thousands of families. This isn’t the case 
for working farmland or ’set aside’ farmland 
which farmers have been paid not to farm. 
Development on new sites anywhere between 
Harlow and Stansted is inevitable. I simply 
hope that the community can prevail to 
persuade those in power to go back to the 
kind of high quality vision for living that 
created Harlow. 

Oh and by the way, £300m-£400m for a 
bypass is a knock-down price and worth 
every penny.

STAFF at two of Harlow’s 
biggest employers face an 
uncertain future after both 
announced j’ob cuts. 

Raytheon Systems, in Pinnacles, 
will cut up to 19 jobs as a result 
of the “changing nature of the 
business”, while neighbouring 
Pitney Bowes is to outsource 
manufacturing to Mexico, with 
35 potential redundancies. 

The cuts at Raytheon come two 
years after it controversially made 29 
members of its Harlow workforce 
redundant despite having just sealed 
three lucrative contracts worth £12m. 
A spokesman insisted the firm - a 
major supplier of weapons systems 
to the Ministry of Defence and 
others - would be doing everything 
in its power to retrain those made 
redundant in the coming weeks. 
“With technology moving so fast 
today, we find that we often have to 
change our manufacturing processes 
to adapt and from time to time this

unfortunately results in job losses,” 
he said. “But the firm will do 
everything in its power to find 
alternative posts or retrain staff 
where possible. We are a growing 
business and are in fact currently 
recruiting for a number of positions.” 
At Pitney Bowes, the news that it 
will move manufacturing to Mexico 
in partnership with electronics firm 
Flextronics comes just months after 
the last series of staggered 
redundancies, leading some staff to 
fear the company ultimately plans to 
pull out of Harlow entirely. 

But Stuart Bonthrone, vice-president 
of PB’s western European region, 
said the cuts were only as a result of 
significant changes to the firm’s 
marketplace. 

“We need to take a dynamic 
approach to operating our business 
and meeting that change head-on, 
ensuring our focus is on providing 
greater customer value, generating 


revenue and creating a scalable 
platform for growth,” he said. 

“Our proposed partnership with a 
reputable contract manufacturer like 
Flextronics will help us secure an 
outstanding future for Pitney Bowes.” 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he 
was disappointed at the news. 

He said: “I have been reassured that 
Pitney Bowes remain committed to 
Harlow in the long-term, that there 
may be future investment in the 
Harlow site and that this will 
probably help create new job 
opportunities in other areas of their 
work in future. I’ll be pressing them 
to keep to this.” 

Mr Rammell added: “The nature of 
Raytheon’s business means it is 
susceptible to changes and 
developments in technology and 
global economic pressures which 
then impacts on job provision. 

“I’ve received reassurances 
previously about the long-term 
future of the Harlow site and I’ve 
asked again for further reassurance.”

Ash Tree Field resident Jill Jackson (61) 
also got in touch about her time at LCS in 
the ’60s and her memories of Mr Hyde. 
“You always knew he was around as you 
heard the click of his shoes,” she said. “He 
was a lovely man and when we won a best 
store award for the area he took all the staff 
to London for the evening for a meal. 

“I also remember the record department, 
which was quite popular, and one Saturday

THE face of one of the most 
famous ancient Egyptian kings, 
Tutankhamun, has gone on 
display for the first time. 

The 3,000 year-old body of the boy 
king - who came to the throne aged 
just nine - has been moved from its 
stone coffin into a clear viewing case 
in his magnificent tomb in Egypt's 
Valley of the Kings. 

It was in 1922 that King Tut's tomb 
was first discovered by British explorer | 
Howard Carter. 

Ancient Egyptians used to mummify 
their dead by embalming bodies with 
oils before wrapping them in linen cloth.

They believed that when someone died 
their soul left the body and would be 
l reunited with it after it was buried. 

However, the soul needed to be able to 
find the right body, so mummification 
was used to prevent decay. 

In 2005, scientists created a model 
of what they thought Tutankhamun 
may have looked like in life, using 
complex scans of his mummy to 
build a 3-D image of his face. 
Contrary to the widespread belief 
that the boy king was killed by a 
blow to the head, the scans 
showed he most probably died 
from a leg injury which became 
infected.

T YPE “Harlow” into an internet 
search engine and you’re likely 
to find some wisecracks about 
the town being a haven for chavs and 
young mums. 

Strange then, some might think, that our 
town should be twinned with a cosmopolitan 
and cultural community less than nine miles 
from the centre of Paris. 

For those unaware, the new town many think of as 
the dictionary definition of Essex is in fact 
twinned with a little-known place which is just 
307 miles away by car. 

The two worlds may seem light years apart, given 
that one is just a stone’s throw from arguably the

most romantic city on Earth and surrounded by 
lush woodland - 300 hectares of it - and the other 
is Harlow. 

But we and Velizy-Villacoubaly have more in 
common than meets the imagination and, after 
through investigation, it is fair to say our town 
truly does have a French connection in more ways 
than one. 

With a population at about 20,000, Velizy is a 
quarter of the size of Harlow with its 80,000 or so 
inhabitants. 


It boasts no railway station, has a military airbase, 
some stunning architecture and you’re likely to 
find fresh grilled lemon sole on the menus rather 
than the traditional English battered fish and chips 
or pie, mash and liquor. So, not a good start if 
you’re looking for similarities, but the town has 
been one of Harlow’s two civic twins for 30 years. 
What warrants this partnership isn’t obvious at 
first - its residents prefer to live in apartment 
blocks, many of which have lush open space 
surrounding them. But, look beyond the living 
space and at the town itself and the quirks of 
Harlow soon become abundantly apparent. 
Although its roots lie in the 13th century, Velizy’s 
new town was founded in 1938 and it was heavily 
modernised and built up after the Second World 


War; much like Harlow which, although not begun 
until 1947, was intended to house displaced 
Londoners made homeless by the conflict. 

A t the heart of Velizy is Velizy 2,a popular 
shopping centre to rival the success of 
even the Harvey Centre. Millions of 
visitors pass through its doors each year to shop 
in its stores. 

Adding to the town’s industry are huge industrial 
outlets which take up swathes of Velizy’s outskirts 
- sounds familiar? And, also reminiscent of our 
home town is possibly the creme de la creme of 
theatres, L’onde (loose translation, The Wave). 

Like The Playhouse, it too is popular and is 

recognised as the cultural hub of the town. 
However, it has had millions of pounds - 
sorry, euros - ploughed into it and, from 
what I can discover, has met with little 
controversy, unlike our own beloved 
theatre, the running of which has made the 
headlines of late. 

Velizy has also been the subject of huge 
regeneration, a prospect our town, in 
particular West Gate, is due to see realised 
in the not too distant future, and is 
coincidently just a 30 minute commute to 
the capital. 

There is no mention of congested roads 
and potholes on Velizy’s website though 
and the town still has a fully functioning 
swimming pool. 

But despite these inconsistencies, there is 
no doubt the reason the two places have 
embarked on a friendship is purely because 
they share so much in common. 

Okay, so the likeness isn’t one which will 
have us greeting each other with a polite 
“Bonjour” instead of a gruff “’Elio” any 
time soon, but the smattering of 
familiarities would probably be enough for 
the homesick Harlow dweller to draw 
comfort from if they were to find 
themselves in Velizy for any period of 
time. 

But what you can’t change, try as you 
might, is culture. A travelogue entitled 
“Our Velizy Odyssey” on Harlow's Town 
Twinning Association website sums up this 
point well: “Sunday and it was still raining 
- rather like an English summer! 

“We went to a local market. Our host 
bought us about £30 worth of cheese to 
bring back. This market was great; it had 
meat, fish, fruit, cheese, vegetables, flowers 
and clothes, much like any market here, but 
the atmosphere was totally different. There 
was a small Portuguese band playing local 
music and everyone was so friendly.” 

The latter is a point we might all do well to 
address if Harlow is ever to strip off and 
discard its tag as just a home to young 
mums and chavs.

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Limit on taxi drivers 
ditched to save cash 


A CAP on the number of 
taxi drivers in Harlow has 
been lifted, saving the coun¬ 
cil the expense of having to 
pay for a costly survey. 

But councillors avoided a con¬ 
frontation with cabbies by prom¬ 
ising to look at re-imposing the 
limit if just one more person is 
granted a licence. 

Members of the environment and 
community committee voted to ditch 
the limit of 75 Hackney carriage 
licences, which has stood since 
February last year, after hearing the 
number issued had never exceeded 
73. 

Maintaining the cap would have 
cost the council more than £12,000 
because regular surveys have to be 
carried out to prove there is no unmet 
demand. 

As a result, councillors voted to do 
away with the limit but will bring the 
issue back to the committee for 
reconsideration if the number of 
licences hits 74. 

Speaking at last Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing, Robert Thurston (Liberal 
Democrat) said: “We’ve got this limit 
but it has never actually been reached, 
so I think we have to ask whether it is 
necessary or achieving anything.” 

Supporting the move, Tony Hall 
(Conservative) said it was unlikely 
there would be new applications for

Hackney carriage licences because 
conditions had been made prohibi¬ 
tively costly. These include any new 
applicant having to purchase a brand 
new vehicle and not keep it longer 
than 12 years. 

At the same meeting, the commit¬ 
tee also rejected plans to allow oper¬ 
ators of private hire vehicles - the 
type of minicabs which can only be 
booked by telephone and not hailed - 
to install roof lights. 

Council officers had recommend¬ 
ed the lamps be permitted to improve 
the safety of passengers, but a peti¬ 
tion of 64 Hackney carriage drivers 
was presented opposing the move and 
claiming it would confuse customers. 

Mr Hall initially proposed a com¬ 
promise which would have seen the 
lamps allowed but only featuring 
large writing stating “for pre-booked 
journeys only”. However, he later 
supported Bob Davis (Labour), who 
is chairman of a taxi trade consulta¬ 
tive body, when he argued the whole 
idea needed more research and con¬ 
sultation. 

“My worry is that whatever the 
wording is, they will encourage pri¬ 
vate hire vehicles to ply for trade,” 
said Mr Davis. “I think we need to 
look at other options.”

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Frank's killers fail in 
sentences challenge 


TWO killers jailed for fatally 
stabbing a young man strug¬ 
gling to raise funds for his des¬ 
perately ill father have failed 
to persuade judges their sen¬ 
tences were too harsh. 

Steven Pascoe (24), of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, and Jack Harrison 
(19), of Hare Street Springs, 
Harlow, each received indefinite 
sentences after being convicted of 
Frank Empson’s manslaughter at 
Chelmsford Crown Court in April. 
They were also convicted of 
attempted robbery. 

Pascoe was told he must serve a mini¬ 
mum of six years and Harrison five years 
before they could apply for parole. 

Gifted basketball player Mr Empson 
(19) was repeatedly stabbed on the 
doorstep of his family home in 
Arkwrights, Harlow, in March last year 
after the pair arrived to rob him. 

Mr Justice King, sitting at the Court of 
Appeal in London's Appeal Court with 
Lady Justice Hallett and Judge Warwick 
McKinnon last Wednesday, said Mr 
Empson had been selling cannabis to 
raise cash for stem-cell treatment for his 
father, who suffered multiple sclerosis. 

Pascoe, described as the driving force 
behind the raid, and his accomplice 


Harrison went to Mr Empson’s home 
because they believed he kept money 
and drugs in a safe in his bedroom. 

Once Mr Empson opened the door, a 
struggle began on the doorstep and 
ended with him suffering fatal neck 
wounds. It was unclear which of the duo 
wielded the knife or inflicted the 
wounds, said Mr Justice King. 

Mr Empson’s girlfriend, Emily 
Hawkins, came downstairs and wit¬ 
nessed the attack in progress, but when 
she tried to intervene she was punched 
by one of the killers. 

When sentencing the duo, the trial 
judge Christopher Ball said they had 
appeared to “smirk” during the hearing 
and ruled that each would present a 
future serious risk to the public. 

For that reason he imposed indefinite 
sentences on both youths - a term of 
imprisonment for public protection in 
Pascoe’s case and detention for public 
protection in the younger Harrison’s 
case. 

Almost identical to life terms, the sen¬ 
tences mean Pascoe and Harrison have 
no hope of release until they can per¬ 
suade the Parole Board they pose no 
serious public danger. 

Dismissing the pair’s appeal, Mr 
Justice King said the case involved an 
incident of extreme violence while the 
facts of the manslaughter “speak for 
themselves”.

Law will allow 
LSC to act for 
colleges' good 

NEW legislation giving 
regulators greater powers to 
intervene in failing colleges has 
been steered into the statute 
books by Harlow MP and 
education minister Bill 
Rammell. 

The Further Education and 
Training Act will allow the 
Learning and Skills Council to 
take a tougher line with 
struggling colleges - including 
demanding that governors sack 
principals or senior managers. 
The LSC stepped in amid the 
turmoil at Harlow College 
earlier this year when principal 
Colin Hindmarch made dozens 
of lecturers redundant. Since 
then, the college has received a 
damning OFSTED report. 

Mr Rammell said the new 
legislation - which also gives 
colleges the ability to award 
foundation degrees - would 
have meant the LSC may have 
been able to threaten Harlow 
College with greater sanctions. 
“The powers enable, in a case 
of failure at a college, the LSC 
to instruct the governors to 
initiate dismissal procedures 
against members of the senior 
management team and 
ultimately to remove 
governors,” he said. 

“This would only happen after 
the governors have had 
reasonable time to respond but 
it is a powerful lever to ensure 
any college responds to 
legitimate community concern.”

DEAD GUILTY 

Moot House Players, Moot House, Harlow 


EVEN West End productions 
do well to hold an audience’s 
attention for almost two-and-a- 
half hours, despite having the 
advantage of mega-budgets 
and the occasional Hollywood 
actor. 

But the Moot House Players did 
their best in their latest 
presentation, Richard Harris’ 

Dead Guilty. 

Under the joint direction of the 
Players’ new blood Claire Quley and 
stalwart Jon McNamara, the drama’s 
four main performers blossomed into 
their roles during this 140-minute epic 
focusing on a scorned wife seeking 
revenge on her husband’s mistress. 
The bleak set created a sombre 
mood, which added to the eerie 
storyline centring on Margaret 
Haddrell (played by the brilliant 
Rosalind Barron) seeking revenge on 
Julia Darrow (Jennifer Dogherty), 
who she thinks was having an affair 
with her husband and was his 
passenger the night he had a fatal 
crash. 

Dogherty’s pacy delivery, while at first 
difficult to cope with, eventually 
became obvious as the 
personification of the character’s 
neurosis. 

The accident leaves Julia with a 
damaged leg and seeking counselling, 
to cleanse her muddled, guilt-ridden 
life, from shrink Anne Bennett (the 
very believable Biddy McAlpine). 

The play, however, takes a sinister 
twist when Margaret slowly takes 
over Julia’s life, plying her with 
sleeping tablets and making her 
believe her friendly handyman Gary 
(Marc Winn) is stealing money from 
her, thus prompting her to sack him. 
Free to be left to her own devices, 
Margaret then kills Julia with a lethal 
cocktail of tablets. 

Winn did a good job of playing the 
love-struck handyman who grows to 
dislike the object of his affection. 

The troupe’s staging appeared to 
neglect the generous space they have 
at their disposal and there’s 
something deeply old-fashioned in 
not experimenting with seating and 
setting - a little 21st century thinking 
might even help the woeful ticket 
sales! 

Nevertheless, Barron’s performance 
alone was enough to make it an 
enjoyable production.

EVER wondered what local hero Ray 
Winstone would look like tanned 
almost to toast, naked and with the 
body of a Greek god? 

Thanks to Robert Zemeckis’ remarkable 
motion capture retelling of the Anglo 
Saxon epic, you need guess no more. 
Following up his last truly stunning CGI effort 
Polar Express , Zemeckis uses well-known 
actors, takes their movement and 
characteristics, and moulds them into fantasy 
creations with a little computer wizardry 
And the real treat is that Harlow’s cinema is 
screening the film in glorious 3-D. 

If your fashion sensibilities can handle giant 
goofy specs and the fact you’ll be drooling 
with pleasure for 114 minutes, then this has 
to be a must on any fanboy’s to-do list. 

Only one slight concern is watching Ray 
Winstone fighting naked in 3-D! That’s one 
in the eye for the cinemas missing out on 
this tech-fest, at least! 

The story is as old as our English roots - a 
hideous beast called Grendel (Crispin 
Glover) is terrifying villages and warrior 
Beowulf is drafted in to deal with him. 

The only problem is Grendel’s mother - 
played or, rather, helped along by the 
anything-but-hideous Angelina Jolie - who 
loved her malformed little boy and sets out 
on a course of bloody revenge. 

The script - an eight-year labour of love from 
comic books guru Neil Gaiman and Roger 
Avary - is stunning in its ambiguity, being 
either gloriously tongue-in-cheek or 
artistically bankrupt. 

But, let’s face it, who cares? If we can see 
the filthy, bloody action leaping towards us - 
and 3-D has come a long way since the soft- 
bite effort of Jaws 3-D - then the script could 
frankly be a reading of the Basildon phone 
directory and the experience none the worse 
for it.

PUTTING wine-tasting rom-com 
efforts Good Year behind them, 
the powerhouse pairing of 
director Ridley Scott and brooding 
Russell Crowe return to form. 
While the pair’s miraculous 
Gladiator was as blissful as 
anything put to celluloid, they lost 
their way with their wimpy follow¬ 
up which could barely crush a 
grape. 

But the streets of Harlem provide 
a grittier setting for this project 
based on a true story. 

Frank Lucas (Denzel Washington) 
is the quiet driver to one of the 
city’s leading black crime bosses. 
But when his boss suddenly dies, 
he sees the opportunity to ‘make 
himself, to build his own empire 
and create his personalised and 
decadent version of the American 
Dream - see under ‘Brian De 
Palma’. 

Through his business skills and 
tons of uncut heroin, he comes to 
rule the inner city drugs trade. 
Richie Roberts (Russell Crowe, 
pictured above ) is an outcast cop 
close enough to the streets to feel 
a shift of control in the drugs 
underworld. Roberts believes 
someone is climbing the rungs 
above the known Mafia families 
and starts to suspect Lucas. 

And, like the plot’s many 
similarities to every cat-and-mouse 
cop thriller, the two have more in 
common than they can fathom, 
but only one can come out on 
top. 

This may not be vintage Scott, but 
at least the stellar cast and a 
rough-edged style means it knocks 
the cork out of his last whimsical 
vineyard romp.

Tender seeds of a misanthrope 



MOLIERE 

(Pathe Distribution Limited, PG, retail & rental) 

Comparable in ambition and effect to Shakespeare In 
Love , director/co-writer Laurent Tirard’s film takes a 
few known facts about the life of the celebrated 
French dramatist and uses them as the springboard 
into a delightful, witty and moving ‘what if?’. 

What is know is that in 1644, largely unsuccessful 
tragedian Moliere left Paris at the age of 22 with his 
theatrical troupe and, 13 years of touring the 
provinces later, returned as the brilliant author and 
performer of a series of comical tragedies (or tragical 
comedies) which established him as France’s greatest 
playwright. 

In this fictionalised musing, Moliere (Romain Duris) is 
released from debtors’ prison by ridiculously wealthy 
but secretive patron Jourdain (played to prim, fussy 
perfection by Fabrice Luchini) who makes him 
something of an indecent proposal - in return for 
wiping out the young man’s debts, the married 
aristocrat wishes to be trained in every aspect of the 
thespian arts in order to woo acid-tongued widow 
and leading socialite Celimene (Ludivine Sagnier). 
Thus Moliere is installed in the rich man’s chateau 
under the guise of a priest-turned-tutor, only to find 
himself irresistibly drawn to the man’s beautiful, 
intelligent and very neglected wife Elmire (the 
luminous Laura Morante). 

What follows is an engaging tale of forbidden liaisons 
as Moliere reawakens the passion of his host’s 
spouse, conducting his affair under the very nose of 
the pompous employer he is both attempting to train 
and, eventually, to enlighten as to the unpleasant true 
natures of those the man wishes to cultivate. 

The period is beautifully, sumptuously evoked and the 
script is by turns humorous and warm as it draws on 
elements of the acclaimed works Moliere would 
eventually pen to suggest a fanciful source of their 
inspiration. 

It may lack the sharp satirical bite of Moliere’s work 
but at heart it’s the story of a passionate if inevitably 
hopeless love played beautifully by the dashing Duris 
and Morante, whether the pair are at odds or sharing 
such delightfully honest moments as the hysterical 
scene in which the playwright viciously mimics her 
posturing husband. 

Also included is an interesting making-of 
documentary.

PEEP SHOW: SERIES 4 

(4DVD, 15, retail) 

One of the gems of British small screen comedy and 
deserving of a huge audience, Peep Show bucks the 
usual law of diminishing returns with a pants- 
rupturingly funny fourth series. 

The concept of the show is as simple as it is brilliant, 
to have protagonists Mark (David Mitchell) and 
Jeremy (Robert Webb) clumsily navigate the 
mundane horrors and pitfalls of modern life while 
letting us in on their most barbed, paranoid and 
honest unspoken thoughts. 

Picking up where series three ended, when a 
combination of peer expectation and social 
embarrassment drove Mark to propose marriage to 
Sophie (Olivia Coleman) just moments after he’d 
resolved to dump her, series four follows the 
inevitable catastrophes the pair bring down on 


themselves as they move with grinding inevitability 
towards the church. 

Thus, there’s a painful visit to the future in-laws which 
starts well enough until Jez beds the mum and the 
father leads the pair of them off for a spot of arson; 
Mark’s attempt to oversee an impossible department 
merger at work sees him inspired to wing it by 
spewing forth random abuse and tough 
managementspeak; Jez gets a dream job working for 
his musical hero The Orgazoid but finds the role of 
handy man largely entails giving the man an 
unpleasantly intimate hand, while Mark contemplates 
a fling with an old schoolmate; and a stag weekend 
on a canal boat starts gently enough but ends with 
them inadvertently killing and barbecuing a fellow 
boater’s beloved pet dog. 

Finally, gagging on the bitter taste of inevitability, the 
pair wind up at the wedding for a tour de force in 
unrestrained disaster, deception and trouser-wetting 
in the church. 

If you’ve got any ribs left, the disc features such extras 
as compilations of the creators’ favourite bits, out- 
takes, deleted scenes and a look into the characters.

THE LOST WORLD: COMPLETE SEASON 1

With its anachronistic heroes, spliced in stock footage 
of wild animals and dodgy special effects creatures, 
this boisterous, knockabout romp in the world of Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle has much in common with the 
early Tarzan movies. 

Determined to prove dinosaurs still exist, Professor 
Challenger and a motley expedition comprising 
square-jawed macho hunter, bumbling academic, 
self-serving vamp and assorted others wind up 
stranded on a plateau populated by savage ape men, 
reptile men, somewhat primitive but fun CGI 
dinosaurs, exotic tribes and flesh-eating flora. 

They also team up with a pneumatic, fully 


cantilevered and improbably well manicured blonde 
hottie left over from a previous expedition who helps 
them navigate each episode’s adventure. 

The acting and scripts may serve up more ham than a 
conga line of pigs but this 1999 series, executive 
produced by John (An American Werewolf In 
London) Landis, is nothing if not solid trashy fun.

Blow your mind and lose yourself in the tantalising, 
trippy and fascinating world of fractal geometry, a 
new branch of mathematics dubbed ‘the fingerprint 
of God’ by some and whose deceptively simple 
formulae might point to the very blueprints of reality. 
Colours Of Infinity (with appropriately dreamlike 
music by Dave Gilmore) is hosted by scientist and 
writer Arthur C Clarke and makes an excellent 
introduction into the realm of fractals, from the 
earliest suspicions that there might be more to these 
beautifully self-replicating shapes to the pioneering 
work of Benoit Mandlebrot, and beyond, to the 
shapes they so uncanny echo in all aspects of nature 
and their potential future application in technology 
and data analysis. 

Clouds Are Not Spheres is a more detailed look at 
maverick mathematician Mandlebrot and his thoughts 
about the significance of fractal geometry while Is 
God A Number?, featuring music by Mood Swings, 
delves into the territory where maths, human 
consciousness and observable reality intersect. 

Finally, and considerately, those with a limited interest 
in exotic number play are well served with the 
inclusion of the Infinite chill out video in which the 
mesmerising fractal sets are accompanied by 
Gilmore’s transcendental sounds.
